EDDY’S RENT CONTROL 
_ SHUFFLE 


ONCE AGAIN, IT SEEMS AS IF ALBERTANS WHO WANT A SAY 
in how this province is governed must drape themselves in 
Tory blue. 

Instead of listening to the government’ 's own task force on 
affordable housing, which actually consulted renters and aver- 
age citizens, Ed Stelmach asked members of the Tory party 
whether they wanted rent control. Surprise, surprise: the 
valiant defenders of the free market rejected the idea out of 
hand. 


Rents in Edmonton and Calgary are out of control, with aver- 
age increases of 9.9 per cent and 19.5 per cent respectively, 


according to the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation. 
So called “Steady Eddy” can’t ignore the problem, so he’s 
pledged to provide affordable housing for those most at risk. 
He's promised $45 million for affordable housing in Edmonton, 
but city council doesn’t know how they can use that cash nor 
how soon funds will flow. City staff were directed to look into 
the matter last week. 

Never mind consulting with the level of government closest 
to the problem; Eddy hasn't even properly debriefed our city 
representatives. But of course, city councillors aren't officially 
Alberta Tories, and neither are most renters.

THE FRONT PAGE OF THE JOURNAL WAS A SMORGASBORD OF 
depressing environmental news this last Tuesday (May 8). Let’s 
take a look... 

Headline #1: “Pesticide standards ease under free trade.” The 
story detailed how Canada’s Conservative government, always 
looking for new ways to kowtow to American interests, will 
raise limits on pesticide residue on both domestic and imported 
food in order to “harmonize” with U.S. standards and avoid a 
“trade irritant’”—that’s according to Richard Aucoin, registrar 
of the Pest Management Regulatory Agency. 

Incidentally, the U.S. already has some of the weakest pesti- 
cide regulations in the industrialized world, while Alberta’s use 
of pesticides on food and land is among the highest in Canada. 
(Precise, current figures are hard to come by, since Canada is 
one of the few countries that doesn’t keep detailed stats on pes- 
ticide use.) Pesticides, of course, are linked to cancer, immune 
system disorders and neurological problems. The most fre- 
quently used pesticide in Alberta, glyphosate, has been linked 
to reproductive problems.

Paving Terwillegar Park 


Park enthusiasts criticize public consultations 


EVEN ON A GREY, RAIN-SOAKED 
morning, Edo Nyland and his black 
Labrador-hound mix Sadie are out 
walking in Terwillegar Park. 

He's not the only one. Several ani- 
mal-human pairings run, walk and 
meander down the rough path as I 
muddle though the muck in my 
badly chosen sneakers. As we walk 
alongside the North Saskatchewan 
River, the former University of 
Alberta geophysics professor 
expounds on the virtues of leaving 
the park in its natural state. Nature 
has taken over the former gravel pit 
without much help from humans, he 
says, and the city should let this 
process continue. 

The dog-walkers, bike-riders and 
nature enthusiasts from as far away 
as St. Albert who regularly visit this 
southwest end park would agree. 
They come here because it offers 
something they can’t get anywhere 
else: an unplanned public space. 


CREEPING PAVEMENT 

Nyland and other Terwillegar reg- 
ulars are worried about the city’s 
plans for the park He feels the area 
doesn’t need more parking, picnic 
areas and sectioned-off activity areas 


for dog-walking or bike-riding. The 
community of park visitors has a 
natural harmony and doesn’t need 
“policing,” he says. 

“I want to make sure well-mean- 
ing people don't fritter the park 
away into some kind of standard 
mould,” he says. 

The city’s Parks Department 
recently created a citizen committee 
that will guide development of the 
park. Funding to the tune of 
$200,000 was set aside back in 2004. 
Parks planner Leslie McWeeny says 
the city knows park regulars don’t 
want development, and will work 
for a design that suits everyone. 

As Nyland says, even the most 
conscientious plan could ruin the 
park's untamed beauty. But he’s 
troubled to see how the conceptual 
plans also contain a launching area 
for boats, an information kiosk, a 
competition trail for cyclists, an out- 
door education centre, an event stag- 
ing area, and of course, more park- 
ing, That's a far cry from the “leave it 
alone” attitude expressed by the 
park's regular visitors. 

Jeff Davis, a bike enthusiast and 
editor of Alberta Spin magazine, 
knows the park well both as a cyclist 


and a trail maintenance volunteer. 
He calls the latest plans an attempt 
to “nickel and dime the develop- 
ment into the park.” He doesn’t see a 
need for separate activity areas, as 
he's seen few, conflicts arise during 
his time in the park. 

Laura Shanner, who will repre-

year later, the city began advertising 
for the positions. Six months after 
interviews began—and only within 
the last couple weeks—have the 
committee members finally been 
chosen. 

“Given that timeline,” says an 
exasperated Nyland, “what do I tell 
people who say the city has no inter- 
est in hearing what the citizens have 
to say?” 

Shanner says TOLD has lost 
momentum over the past two years, 
forcing her to starting all over again 
collecting e-mail addresses and get- 
ting volunteers back in action. While 
she applauds the new round of con- 
sultations, she’s still pushing for 
changes in the way the discussions 
unfold. 

“We still have some challenges 
with the layers of city bureaucracy 
about what's really being discussed 
in consultations and being sure that 
the right people are involved,” she 
says. “Very often, people who live 


4 near the area or are users of the place 


really don’t know that there’s a plan- 
ning process going on until a deci- 
sion has been made, and then it 
becomes.a backlash and protest.” 

She wants the consultations 
advertised in clear language and in 
prominent places to ensure everyone 
concerned has a chance to get 
involved. 


TWICE A YEAR, WHETHER IT 
NEEDS IT OR NOT 

Nyland isn’t as optimistic. Even 
given this new round of public con- 
sultations on Terwillegar Park, he 
wonders if the city will really listen. 

To illustrate his point, he gestures 
toward the grass as, we head across 
the open field at the front the park.

Nyland was upset by the way the 
city tried to control the public con- 
sultations during that first uproar. 
At the public meeting, the city 
would only take written questions 
and even then would selectively 
choose which ones they’d answer. 

Mike Nickel and Bryan Anderson, 
councillors for Ward 5, stepped in 
and asked for a citizen committee to 
review any plans for the park. A 


The city mows the grass twice a 
year. Nyland has complained sever- 
al times that mowing is totally 
unnecessary and cuts down wild- 
flowers. Why extend the effort when 
the people who use the park would 
prefer uncut grass? Because that’s 
city policy, says Nyland as he roars 
with laughter. 

As we turn to leave, there's still a 
steady flow of dog-walkers, trickling 
in even ona rainy, muddy morning.

Environmental art 


Phair says gallery won’t be green without silver certification 


IF MICHAEL PHAIR HAS HIS WAY, THE 
Art Gallery of Alberta won't just be 
a showplace for great works of art, 
but also for the science of water and 
energy conservation. The Ward 4 
councillor wants the gallery built 
with the environment and global 
warming in mind. 

He's asked the city to devote an 
additional $2.5 million toward 
improved design and construction 
so that the gallery will meet stan- 
dards set out by the Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design 


(LEED) rating system. 

Originally an American inven- 
tion, LEED has since been adopted 
by the Canada Green Building 
Council. The system awards points 
for water conservation, efficient use 
of land, energy savings and other 
environmentally friendly building 
practices. 

At first, city staff begged off on 
the idea, reporting at the May 1 
transportation and public works 
meeting that achieving such a goal 
would cost much more than the $2.5 


million Phair suggested. (It’s an 
industry rule of thumb that reaching 
the “silver” certification level on the 
four-step LEED scale—ahead of 
“certified” but behind “gold” and 
“platinum” —adds an additional 
two per cent to the cost of construc- 
tion. On this project, that works out 
to around $2.5 million.) 

At that time, the Asset Manage- 
ment and Public Works Department 
said the builder would adhere to as 
many environmentally sustainable 
Principles as possible, but that regis- 


tration was out of the question. 

Phair pointed out that without 
official certification, the mere assur- 
ance that the builder will follow 
“LEED-like” principles is a hollow 
promise. He's learned from past 
experiences with developers, he 
says, to insist on registration with 
the Canada Green Building Council. 
Otherwise, developers are not held 
accountable. 

“1 do realize that there are some 
citizens that think we shouldn’t be 
putting-any money into the art 
gallery,” Phair says. “But I also 
know that making it LEED regis- 
tered says something about our con- 
cer for the environment.” 

Architect Randall Stout stepped 
in and spoke with Tony Luppino, 


executive director of the art gallery, 
and both agreed achieving a LEED 
silver standard would be possible 
with the funding Phair suggested. 
Stout has enough time to make 
adjustments on his end before plans 
reach the contractor, which will save 
money. However, city council must 
still approve the additional $2.5 mil- 
lion in funding. The city has already 
committed $21 million to the pro- 


ject. 

Phair also championed an earlier 
motion, which passed 9-4, requiring 
all new city buildings to meet LEED 
silver specifications starting in 2008. 

Council will debate additional 
funding for LEEDs certification on 
May 21.

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Evicting common sense 


DID I EVER TELL YOU ABOUT THE TIME 
when I was a landlord? 

Yup, it’s a true story. My wife and 
I bought our first house back before 
Edmonton’s real estate market went 
completely snaky (er, “corrected” 
itself), but still, we chose one with a 
suite in the basement so the rent 
could help us with the mortgage 
payments. 

Was ita nice suite? Eh, it was 
okay. It wasn’t anything you could 
describe as huge, and, technically 
speaking, the bathroom was located 
outside the apartment, and, of 
course, the landlords were also the 
upstairs neighbours. 

But it wasn’t the worst rental you 
were going to find, not by a long 
shot. It was well situated and we 
tried to keep it nice, we weren't total 
hardasses about stuff like rent being 
on time and we tried to be good 
neighbours as well as landlords. We 
could have charged more for the 
place but we didn’t, even after the 
provincial government deregulated 
electricity and our own costs went 
up. In fact, any time a rent increase 
was due, we did it between tenants, 
and we agonized over each and 
every increase, for the reasons listed 
above, and because we recognized 
that we needed our tenants as much 
as they needed us, and so it was in 
our own best interests to keep them 
happy. ag 

Okay, we were small fries; it 
wasn’t an entire building full of ten- 
ants we were working with and we 
weren't trying to make it our sole 
source of income. This made us dif- 
ferent from the majority of landlords 
in Edmonton, but only so far as the 
scale of the operation was con- 
cerned. The principle was still the 
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same: landlords need tenants as 
much as tenants need landlords, 
although Edmonton's real estate 
market's self-correction has kinda 
screwed that relationship up. Now, 
even your basic shithole apartment 
is worth considerably more, at least 
on paper, than it was when people 
weren't pouring into the province 
looking for work and a place to live: 
Some are looking to cash in on that 
fact. 

I don’t want to paint all landlords

Who will serve Tories their coffee, 
clean their office buildings or service 
their cellphones when no one who 
earns that kind of money can afford 
to live here? Yes, there's talk of relax- 
ing rules on basement suites, divid- 
ing up garages into rooms like they 
do in Fort McMurray, and other 
short-term ways of increasing hous- 
ing stock. 

Temporary housing may be toler- 
ated in the frontier atmosphere of 
the tarsands, where a lot of people 
are in and out while making a fast 
buck, but a real community with 
aspirations toward long-term sus- 
tainability needs real housing. 

Landlord spokespeople say that 
rent controls would prevent more 
real housing from being built 
because there would be less profit in 
it, and they have a point. This is why 
the government needs to invest in 
housing in a serious way. Not 








hundreds of units, but tens of thou- 
sands. 

Irresponsible, budget-destroying 
claptrap? Try increasing funds by 
upping our take of oil revenues, 
something that old Communist 
Peter Lougheed pursued quite 
ardently. Imagine using the very 
resources from the boom to pay for 
repairing its social fallout—what a 
novel idea. Another Lougheed-era 


Landlords say that they’re just 
catching up after some lean years, 
but any one of them who claims to 
be hard done by is either self-delud- 
ed ora frightful liar. Even during 
times of higher vacancy rates, most 
landlords and management compa- 
nies made tidy profits—and they 
also gained equity, which is no small 
consideration. There’s certainly no 
landlord poverty phenomenon that 
would justify rent increases up to 
$2,000 per month.

Why is it important to focus on the 
of aboriginal women? 
I feel aboriginal women are still con- 
sidered easy targets for violent 
crime. With the disproportionate 
number of these women and girls 
going missing and being murdered, 
there should be some public outcry. 
As an aboriginal woman, I'm doing 
what I can do to help shed some 
light on this huge problem... In the 
last 20 years, over 500 aboriginal 
women have gone missing or been 
murdered and we only make up 
roughly 2.7 per cent of the popula- 
tion. [According to federal statistics, 
aboriginal women between the ages 
of 25 and 44 are five times more like- 
ly than non-aboriginals of the same 
age to die violently.] There’s obvi-

ously something terribly wrong. 


Why are aboriginal women at 
greater risk? 

I think there's a connection between 
racial discrimination and violence 
against aboriginal women. Also, the 
inter-generational impacts of the res- 
idential school system, such as low 
self-esteem, racism and disconnec- 
tion from our families. 


What are needed? 

I would ask that when these cases 
arise that they be treated as seriously 
and equally with non-aboriginal 
women... [that aboriginal woman] 
be treated equally by the police, 
other law enforcement agencies and 
the media. | feel a lot of these cases 
don’t generate as much attention a 
non-aboriginal woman would, even 
if it was a similar case. | would like 
to encourage the federal, provincial 
and First Nations governments to 
come together to discuss ways of 
preventing these crimes. 


What inspired you to organize the 
march? ” 

Last year, I met Lorna Gladue when 
she organized an aboriginal walk for 
AIDS awareness. After I did that, I 
felt so inspired and determined to 
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Apply early to determine funding eligibility!

see a lot more evidence of shame- 
lessness and unchecked avarice than 
of any sort of conscience at work.

McQuaig;: Listen to your heart, not Rex Murphy 


WHAT AN INSENSITIVE NATION. WAY 
to go, Canada. 

For decades, you've been crowing 
about your blue-helmeted soldiers, 
about how proud you were of the 
way they traveled the world as 
peacekeepers. You stitched that idea 
right into your national identity. 
Didn't you. 

Well, did you ever stop to think 
about how your military felt? 

Did you consider that, post-Cold 
War, feeling underappreciated and 
smarting from cutbacks, your mili- 
tary might not really care for its rep- 
utation as that do-gooder army? Did 
you think about how much it want- 
ed a little “trigger time,” to get a little 
experience prosecuting rather than 
policing? You've been so busy feel- 
ing concerned about America’s mili- 
tary adventurism that it never 
occurred to you that the Forces 
might be attracted to their bellicose 
American cousins and their fancy 
machines. 

The fact is, Canada, that you may 
not know the mind of your military 
as well as you'd like to believe, 
according to Linda McQuaig, who 
visited the city on Monday. And 
that’s not the half of it. 

McQuaig, whose Toronto Star 
columns appear in the peers of SEE, 
has recently issued 
Bully’s Coat: Canada and the Us 
Empire, in which she argues that *"~ 
Canada’s military joins many of the 
country’s politicians, academics, 
business leaders, and media 
alities in pushing what McQuaig has 
dubbed “anti-Canadianism.” 

The same people who decry our 
wariness of American policy are 
often the same people who say that, 
as a middle power, Canada ought to 
be more respectful of its powerful 
neighbour and that Canadians 
ought to shut up when America 
starts to throw its weight around— 
that we should act as Smithers, if 
you will, to the American Burns, 
even as the Bush administration 
turns the United States into a global 


Fans of a more accommodating 
Canada, say McQuaig, include Rick 
Hillier, Canada’s Chief of Defence 
Staff; the once-mighty magnate Con- 
rad Black (who infamously recom- 
mended that McQuaig be horse- 
whipped); even our Prime Minister, 
Stephen Harper. 


MURPHY THE MOLE

point of being contemptuous of 
Canadians who question America 
and kind of try to get us into line.” 

In Holding the Bully’s Coat, 
McQuaig notes that Murphy heaped 
scorn on the Chrétien government's 
decision not to go to Iraq, accusing 
that administration of merely trying 
to score political points. “Decorate 
the choice with a few anti-Bush com- 
ments,” he opined, “and you've hit 
the sweet spot of Canadian politics.” 

McQuaig acknowledges that criti- 
cizing our Rex doesn’t play well in 
all corners, and notes that she’s been 
accused of being unfair to him. “1 
don’t mean to be unfair to him. | 
mean to identify the important role 
that he plays because he is a power- 
ful media figure. It’s hard to think of 
a more prominent journalist, in a 
way... I think that’s very important 
that that be identified, that we've got 
kind of a mole inside the main- 
stream here that is kind of slapping 
down Canadians for daring to say 
we shouldn't hold the bully’s coat.” 

That some Canadians insist we 
remain silent in the face of American 
misbehaviour seems particularly 
odd when, for instance, a sizeable 
majority of Americans themselves 
oppose the policies of the Bush gov- 
ermment—well over 60 per cent of 
them, according to some polls So 
what gives? 


THE DOOR REVOLVES AROUND 
US TOO 

McQuaig attributes the fealty of 
our yappy classes in part to a prob- 
lem of identification. “There's a ten- 
dency to want to identify with 
power, because it makes you feel 
powerful yourself. The American 
elite is, of course, extremely rich and 
extremely powerful and you can see 
the attraction of wanting to hobnob 
and identify with that sort of 


explanation is possible. “If we had a 
tax system and a social welfare sys- 
tem more like the American ones, it 
would be financially better for them 
Nobody does better than the Ameri- 
can elite in terms of their share of 
overall American pie.” 

Our military leaders, too, are sus- 
ceptible to seduction. After all, says 
McQuaig, “That's the best-equipped 
military in the world. If you're going 
to be in the business of wars and 
military, wouldn’t you want to have 
all the best equipment that is avail- 
able and have the kind of a prestige 
that the American military enjoys.” 
In her book, McQuaig also outlines 
the extensive connections that bind 
the armed forces of Canada and the 
US,, right down to the fact that our 
leaders train at American military 
colleges. 

And to all those Canadian who 
hear the phrase “military-industrial 
complex” and think first of America 
and the revolving door of influence 
best exemplified by Dick Cheney's 
obnoxious flitting between industry 
and government, consider that 
Canada’s current Minister of 
Defence, Gordon O'Connor, was for 
many years a lobbyist for firms that 
sell equipment to the military... 
many of which are based in the 
United States. In Canada’s upper 
echelons, O’Connor’s not alone. 

To those who roll their eyes at her 
idealism, McQuaig says she har- 
bours no illusions about how easy it 
might be to exert influence on our 
neighbours, but she points to the 
past, to Lester Pearson's role in creat- 
ing the idea of peacekeepers, to 
Lloyd Axworthy’s refusal to let 
America set the agenda on the sub- 
ject of landmines in the ‘90s. 

“That example of the landmines 
treaty is an important example of 
how Canada, using brainpower and 
some good motives, can actually 
make a difference in the world. I 
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partly raised that in antidote to this 
notion that we're a washed-up 
power, we're nothing in the world 
and this kind of line from [acade- 
mics] David Bercuson and Jack 
Granatstein that you hear all the 
time.” 

Just for the record, McQuaig’s no 
spare-the-rod-spoil-the-child squea- 
mish liberal. She’s not afraid to lay 
down a licking when the situation 
calls for it. 








She's asked to imagine herself as 
the judge in the Chicago courtroom 
where Conrad Black is on trial—and, 
furthermore, to imagine that a guilty 
verdict has been delivered. In hand- 
ing out the sentence, would she, in 
suggesting an appropriate punish- 
ment, choose horsewhipping? 

McQuaig laughs heartily, then 
answers quietly, but with relish.

And... fighting censorship, on the cheap 


IN A TOWN LIKE EDMONTON, WHERE 
chain bookstores are the norm, it’s 
easy to forget that the most-hyped 
books are not the only books out 
there—there are lots of books that 
don’t break the bestseller lists, have 
ugly covers, were printed by a small 
press based in a small city, have 
politically subversive or explicitly 
regional content, or are just unlucky 
enough not to have attracted the 
attention of tastemakers and critics. 

So we thought we'd highlight a 
few of the city’s non-big-box book 
retailers—the kind of places where 
you can troll the shelves for hours, 
buy a few hard-to-find gems, and 
still walk away with enough cash to 
take yourself out for dinner. Some of 
them are well-known, others less so, 
but all are worth a visit. 


GOODWILL 

Where do good books go to die? 
Goodwill. Seriously, the finest sec- 
ondhand store in Edmonton has a 
truly surprising selection of litera- 
ture. Even employees of other sec- 
ondhand bookstores have been 
known to prow] Goodwill’s shelves, 
attracted by the selection of worth- 
while but hard-to-find titles. And it’s 
all for cheap. Expect to find classics, 
textbooks (both current and terribly 


not-so current), popular fiction, 
books on politics and history, how- 
to guides, and lots of outdated mag- 
azines. There's also an impressive 
selection of foreign language books. 
Goodwill's forte, however, is out- 
of-print local histories. You know: 
accounts of small Alberta towns that 
trace families from settlement to the 
present (even if the “present” is 
1961). It’s an unsung literary genre 
that connoisseurs know can only be 
reliably found in places like this. 
Out-of-print travel guides to local 
attractions also flourish in environ- 
ments like Goodwill, which receive 
regular shipments of dead people's 
belongings. 
What you (probably) won't find 
anywhere else: Many, many, many 
copies of many, many different 
Coles Notes from throughout the 
ages, a French-language edition of 
the Kama Sutra from 1972 (“ne jouir 
pas... les lunatiques ni les 
lépreuses...”), Stops of Interest in Cen- 
tral and Northern Alberta, and Bark- 
erville: A Guide to the Fabulous Caribou 
Gold Camp. 


WEE BOOK INN 

Founded in 1971, Wee Book Inn is 
the cool kid on the block when it 
comes to secondhand shops: it has a

Now you have no 
excuse for not supporting a local 
bookseller, do you? 
The Edmonton Book Store (11216 
76 Ave) is a high-quality second- 
hand shop run by a high-quality 
proprietor, Barbara Ellis. Every visit 
I’ve made to Edmonton Books has 
borne wonderful fruit. Since 
Athabasca Books closed almost two 
years ago, Edmonton Books seems 
to have absorbed its market share. 
“Specializes in Art, Arctic, Western 
Canadiana, Philosophy, and Schol- 
arly Books,” according to its website. 
Earth’s General Store (10832 82 
Ave) has a small selection of envi- 
ronmentalist, anarchistic and socio- 
politically subversive texts not easily 
found elsewhere.

WITH A CAREER SPANNING MORE 
than 30 years, Montreal-based 
dance artist Paul-André Fortier is 
easily described as a seasoned vet- 
eran. But now, after his recent cre- 
ative stint at Japan’s Yamaguchi 
Centre performing Solo 30x30, a 
30-minute site-specific piece—out- 
side—for 30 days, his dancing can 
literally be called weathered 





“Initially, I had the idea of 
dancing the same piece of chore- 
ography outside, at the same 
hour, for 365 days in a row— 
which | realize was very ambi- 
tious,” Fortier explains with a 
laugh. “I decided to break it down 
to a project that was slightly more 
manageable, but the principle is 
the same: to expose dance and the 
audience to the weather, to create 
a collision of art and the city, of 
dance and the elements.” 

That collision was internal as 
well as external. Fortier says Solo 
30x30—which had no score, just 
the random cacophony of traffic 
or an occasional screaming 


orchestra of birds—attuned him to 
his surroundings as never before. 
He was especially struck by the 
way elements far beyond his con- 
trol—rain and sunshine, wind and 
fog—changed the tone and even 
the content of each performance. 
Audiences were invited to watch 
the dance as many times as they 
wished, and they got a different 
show every time. 

When Fortier returned to 
indoor performing with his next 
show, he nevertheless wanted to 
incorporate aspects of his street 
dance experiences. Instead of ran- 
dom weather patterns, however, 
his new piece Solo 1x60, the 





unpredictable outside factor was a 
Japanese artist named Takao 
Minami. Minami, who had never 
worked for the stage before, 
quickly found that creating an 
installation for an art gallery is 
very different from creating one 
for a theatre. 

“The Yamaguchi Centre is real- 
ly focused on new media,” Fortier 
says, “and Takao is a very young, 
exciting video and installation 
artist that I met there. Together we 
worked in the theatre for a month, 
slowly building the dance and the 
environment—what he calls a gar- 
den of objects—for the dance to 
dwell in... The piece is a kind of

poetic journey through Takao’s 
garden, with me dancing a duet 
with a cardboard box and a chair 
and interacting with projected ani- 
mated objects. Obviously, I’ve 
done a lot of partnering with other 
dancers through the years, but 
dance partnering with objects is 
very unique for me.” 

Language barriers also forced 
the artists to find other ways to 
understand each other and cultur- 
al differences made for fragile cre- 
ative relations. 

“1 think it made us focus with 
much more care on what we were 
doing,” Fortier says. “The Japan- 
ese will never say anything bad to 
you about your work. And so it 
takes a great deal of time when 
you're delicately sharing ideas. 
For me, Japan is a totally different 
cultural environment and I found 
myself altered in this place, and 
how I related to myself was very 
different [as well].” 

Now in his late 50s, Fortier is at 
an age when no one would fault 
him for retiring. Instead, with 
shows like Solo 1x60, he continues 
to push himself, embracing unfa- 
miliar collaborators and placing 
himself in new choreographic set- 
tings. 

But at least he'll stay dry.

ALTHOUGH FOLK DANCE AND 
music have been an integral part 
of many cultures for centuries, it’s 
only recently that North America 
has bestowed the same legitimacy 
upon professional folkloric dance 
companies as we have, say, ballet 
troupes. The Edmonton-based 
ensemble Vinok Worldance has 
been leading that charge. With a 
repertoire drawn from more than 
40 different cultures, it takes a 
high-calibre professional dancer 
to join the ranks of the two- 
decade-old company. 

“What we do may look simple,” 
says Vinok executive director 
Leanne Koziak, “but it’s not. Our 
dancers have to be extremely ver- 
satile with excellent rhythm and 


able to pick up the subtle nuances 
and the different postures of the 
different dance techniques. They 
have to pay very close attention to 
detail and they have to be patient 
and committed. Dancers often 
have to apprentice a long time— 
for several years, in some cases— 
to master the work. It can be pret- 
ty difficult to find that kind of tal- 
ent, so we bring in a lot of guests 
from places like Slovakia and 
Macedonia.” 

No one would deny the level of 
discipline and athleticism that folk 
dance demands of performers. So 
why did it take so long for it to be 
accepted as a fine art? Koziak 
thinks political and cultural rea- 
sons are to blame. “In some 
places,” she says, “like the Soviet 
states, folk dance was relegated to 
a high art, heavily funded through 
the state and in many instances 
utilized as a form of propaganda. 
You can see how Ukrainian dance 
is very popular here as a high per- 


formance art. Flamenco is the 
same. In both these cultures, the 
dancers have a long tradition of 
performing as a profession. 

“But if you look at the Gypsies,” 
she continues, “the fact that they 
remained segregated—partly 
because of political reasons but 
also, to some extent, by their own 
choice—helped them preserve 
their folk music and dance. So 
while their dance may not be 
practiced professionally in a wide- 
spread capacity, their dance truly 
is a living entity in their culture.” 

The dynamic liveliness of 
Gypsy culture stand front and 
centre in Vinok’s latest piece, 
Romany Blues. Inspired by the 
poetry of Edmonton-based writer 
Marijan Megla, the new work uses 
a fusion of live gypsy music and 
intricate gypsy dance to tell the 
story of a young man named Stan 
who journeys to Europe to retrace 
footsteps of his great-grandfa- 
ther.

“The folkloric dances per- 
formed in Romany Blues are cur- 
rent, or at least from the last 50 
years up until the 1990s,” Koziak 
says. “The challenge is to make it 
current for North American audi- 
ences, to demonstrate that these 
aren’t museum pieces.” 

Koziak hopes, for instance, that 
audiences get a kick out of the 





scene where Stan tries to barter for 
his stolen guitar by offering up his 
iPod. “By setting the story ina 
contemporary time period,” she 
says, “we hope we really bring the 
audience in as part of the whole 
cultural experience. We're all rich- 
er for experiencing each other's 
cultures.”

FIRST, A CONFESSION: OLIVER! IS 
not my favourite musical. Far 
from it. Ever since J sat through 
the 1968 film version, Lionel Bart’s 
bouncy adaptation of Dickens’ 
Oliver Twist has always left me 
cold. The show seemed hopelessly 
divided against itself. Is there seri- 
ous social commentary under- 
neath its upbeat musical numbers, 
or does Bart use its bleak setting 
simply as an excuse for sentimen- 
tal melodrama? Does Bart want to 
achieve a larger sense of theatrical 
unity, or is he content simply to 
hit the main plot points of Oliver 
Twist and send the audience home 
humming the score? 

Ah yes: the score. It’s undeni- 
able that the songs in Oliver! are 
uniformly delightful—and the 
cast of the Citadel’s production, 
led by the angelic voice of Mark 
McClintock as Oliver, perform 
“Food, Glorious Food,” “As Long 
As He Needs Me,” “Oom-Pah- 
Pah” and the rest of them with 
great skill and relish—but to what 
end? And how is an audience sup- 
posed to reconcile the show’s lush 
love songs with the brutal scene in 
which the sensitive and sympa- 
thetic Nancy is murdered at centre 
stage by her nasty lover, Bill 
Sykes? 

I'd like to say that director Bob 
Baker found a way to resolve 
these contradictions, but that was 
not to pass. This gargantuan pro- 
duction—featuring a bloated cast 
of 52 bodies on a crowded stage— 
not only fails to address the musi- 
cal’s shortcomings, but also tosses 
in a few of its own. 

For example, | know the excess- 
es of the late industrial revolution 
are part of the social context of the 
play, but was the decision to hang 
a gigantic industrial gear in the , 
background of almost every scene 
the best way to highlight that par- 
ticular subtext? (It doesn’t help 


that a giant gear was also the 
major design element in the 
Citadel's presentation of The Over- 
coat earlier this spring.) 

That isn’t the show’s only 
design problem; the distractingly 
cumbersome set elements just get 
in the way of the actors, occasion- 
ally drowning out the songs as 
they’re wheeled on and offstage. 

I loyed the singing of John Ully- 
att and Pamela Gordon, who play 
Sykes and Nancy, but their casting 
is nevertheless problematic. Ully- 


att is way too wiry and slender to 
play the muttonheaded heavy, 
while Gordon is too powerful a 
presence to play a doormat like 
Nancy—especially opposite a 
Sykes she looks like she could eas- 
ily best, even in an unfair fight 

“There must be someone who 
will buy,” sings Oliver in one of 
the show’s most poignant songs. I 
hate to break the poor kid’s heart, 
but when it comes to this take on 
Oliver!, | remain unsold.

ATTENTION, FELLOW INTROVERTS 
and compulsive movie nerds: 
David Belke’s Dreamland Saturday 
Nights is a play just for us. 

This sensitive and carefully 
crafted comedy about the halting 
romance that develops between 
two lonely moviegoers—Angela 
Christie's Dorothy and Chris Bul- 
lough’s Charlie—over a string of 
Saturday nights watching Holly- 
wood classics at an old-school 
repertory theatre house is every 
bit as engaging as the original, 
Sterling Award-winning produc- 
tion back in 1998. 

If anything, I was even more 
impressed this time out by the 
way Belke uses the movie-watch- 
ing styles of his two should-be 
lovers to illustrate the differences 
in their personalities. For the loud, 
socially awkward and rather 
insensitive Charlie, for instance, 
watching a movie is a chance to 
obnoxiously analyze his beloved 
“mise-en-scéne”; by contrast, the 


painfully shy and hypersensitive 
Dorothy completely surrenders 
her emations to the celluloid 
dreams unspooling before her. 
(Dorothy relates to her beloved 
films on such an emotional, 
uncritical level that when she’s 
asked if she knows Billy Wilder, 
she replies, “I don’t know many 
people.”)

Charlie and Dorothy gradually 
assume more of each other's atti- 
tude toward filmgoing, in a way 
that speaks volumes about the 
nature of love and also the social 
nature of movie-watching. I’m 
reminded of what Umberto Eco 
calls the “intertextual” nature of 


film—the way the discourse 
around classic films can become 
so vast and rich that it takes ona 
life all its own. Take Casablanca, 
one of Charlie and Dorothy's 
favourites, which has been paro- 
died, discussed, dissected and ref- 
erenced so often that the average 
viewer can feel they’ ve already 
“seen” it without ever actually 
watching it. 

Charlie and Dorothy would 
never make that mistake. Dream- 
land Saturday Nights is enough to 
njake you wish you were in the 
Dreamland with them, watching 

fumphrey Bogart on the big 

een. But we've got the next best 

thing in Patrick Howarth, who 
steps into the action, Purple Rose of 
Ghiro-style, to play not just Bogart 
but other iconic film actors such as 
Fred Astaire and Marlon Brando. 
(Aimee Beaudoin is equally adept 
at impersonating the female 
stars—she does a mean Bette 
Davis.) 

This moving remount—com- 
plete with coming attractions, a 
cartoon during intermission and 
several classic movie clips— 
proves that Dreamland’ initial 
success was no fluke. Play it 
again, David.

Guy Ritchie is tough to emulate: Diamond Dog doesn’t screw the pooch 





DIAMOND DOG

THE IDEA OF PAYING A SMALL-STAGE 
tribute to filmmaker/Madonna 
man-flesh Guy Ritchie is a novel 
one—not so much because he has 
only two good films to his credit 
(Lock, Stock & Two Smoking Barrels 
and Snatch), but because of how 
heavily the success of those British 
crime comedies rely on visual 
devices—freeze frames, overlapping 
narratives, multiple flashbacks and 
other fancy editing techniques—that 
are exclusive to cinema. 

Or so you would think. 

That Diamond Dog, as written by 
Belinda Cornish and directed by 
Kenneth Brown, effectively trans- 
lates the energy of Ritchie's films, 
not to mention their breakneck style 
of exposition, to the stark stage of the 
Catalyst Theatre is a notable achieve- 
ment in and of itself. And it’s a fun, 
albeit foul-mouthed, frolic to boot. 

What must've been a virtual ballet 
of rehearsal-room blocking comes 
off as a seamless weave of cinematic 
“edits,” thanks to a clever-but-sim- 
ple management of theatrical space 
and a large cast of capable actors 
with a crisp collective sense of tim- 
ing. (A projection screen that intro- 
duces the characters—“Ronnie: The 
Smart One,” “Laura: The Tough 
Chick’—and the sounds of groups 
like Oasis and the Stone Roses 
pumping out of the house system 
neatly rounds out the faux-celluloid 
effect.) 


The “heroes” of Diamond Dog are 


a gang of ne’er-do-wells—Ronnie, 
Pug, Jonesy and Laura (Jon Paterson, 
Garett Ross, Mark Meer, and Alison 
Boyce)—who manage, through a 
combination of bad luck, foul tem- 
pers and simple incompetence, to 
take a simple 2,000-pound debt to 
their London crime-lord boss, Uncle 
Terry (played affably by Kenneth 
Brown himself) and get themselves 
50,000 pounds in the hole. (They get 
so desperate for cash that they even 
break into Terry’s house and steal a 
Pisarro oil from his walls—a case of 
“robbing Peter to pay Peter,” as Ron- 
nie puts it.) 

Throw in Terry's own plan to steal 
a dog with a valuable microchip 
implant from a rival boss (Linda 
Grass), and you've got precisely the 
kind of convoluted comedy of errors 
that was Ritchie's lock, stock in trade 
for that fateful, pre-Madonna two- 
hit box office run. 

All the performers have their 
marks down, but some fare better 
than others at playing this brand of 
Brit comedy (which isn’t all that dif- 
ferent from ye olde style, just louder 
and faster); in particular, Paterson, in 
what I suppose is the Jason Statham 
part, contributes a charismatic turn 
as the gang’s leader and the play’s 
narrator, while director Brown sum- 
mons the deadpan incredulity and 
odd mix of cruelty and affability of 
Snatch villain “Brick Top” Polford. 
(Brown also gets some of the play’s 
best lines, as when he tells Ronnie 
and his gang, “You're not worth the 
cocks you came from.”) 

One wishes, though, that more 
stage time had been allotted to the 
forbidden romance between Ronnie 
and Terry's wife Mare (Cornish, in 
the play’s sole understated role)-—if 
only to provide the audience with a

few more moments of respite from 
the rest of the high-volume action. 
(Diamond Dog must set sort of record 
for the most frequent use of the 
words “wanker” and “pillock” ina 
Western Canadian play.) 

Guy Ritchie remains an odd 
choice of director for a playwright to 
emulate—not only is his two-film 
oeuvre ultimately pretty inconse- 
quential, but the technical challenges 
those films present are nearly impos- 
sible for a stage production to over- 
come. Still, Diamond Dog succeeds in 
reminding us how fun those couple 
of blips on the cinematic radar 
were—and more importantly, how 
exhilarating the language of cinema 
can be, even in the context of a play:

MOST YOUNG DIRECTORS 
tend to use one of two tactics 
when making their first feature 
film. One approach is to go small- 
scale and semi-autobiographical— 
stories about young misfits trying 
to find their way in the world, a la 
Garden State, are usually pretty 
reliable. The other tack is to make 
a calling-card movie, something 
that’s desperately flashy, or full of 
attention-getting language or vio- 
lence—films like Clerks or El 


Maniachi. 

Sarah Polley did neither. 
Instead, the 27-year-old filmmaker 
decided to do an adaptation of 
Alice Munro’s short story “The 
Bear’'Came Over the Mountain,” 
about an aging couple dealing 
with Alzheimer’s—so there’s not a 
single moment of bratty, entitled 
angst in sight, nor a hip indie 
music score. 

“Filmmakers sometimes feel 
pressured to represent their gen- 


eration somehow,” Polley sighs. 
“But I didn’t think about how old 
the characters were; I was just 
compelled by the characters and | 
wanted to bring them to the 
screen.” 

Those who have followed Pol- 
ley’s career won't be surprised she 
chose this particular route. Best 
known in Canada as an alumna 
oF the CBC’S Road to Avonlea, the 
young actor turned to political 
activism in her teens and soon 


gained a reputation for being 
unflinchingly outspoken and prin- 
cipled: she ditched Avonlea to 
protest the American influences 
that began creeping into the show 
when it was picked up by Disney. 
She's also turned down high-pro- 
file jobs (including the starmaking 
role of Penny Lane in Almost 
Famous) in favour of smaller, more 
interesting projects. The directors 
in her filmography are an indie- 
movie who’s-who: Gilliam, Egoy- 
an, Cronenberg, Hartley, Wen- 
ders, Winterbottom. 

The Munro story was an early 
find—Polly first read it when she 
was 21. (The story was first pub- 
lished in The New Yorker, and also 
appears in Munro’s collection

Hateship, Friendship, Courtship, 
Loveship, Marriage.) Along the 
way, Polley made a couple of 
award-winning short films and 
did a stint at the Canadian Film 
Centre, which helped her gain a 
more solid footing behind the 
camera. 

“She never let her youth stand in 
the way of tackling a story about 
such a complex and mature rela- 
tionship, either. Instead of seeing 
it as about elderly people, Polley 
simply focused on the relationship 
between her two main characters. 
As a young woman in a relatively 
young marriage herself, the tale 
became a way for her to delve into 
her own ideas about marriage and 
love. 

“] think my idea of what a rela- 
tionship is has changed over the 
last four years since I was mar- 
ried,” she says. “I think the story 
really informs that.” 

Polley expanded some of the 
characters (especially Marion, the 
role played by Olympia Dukakis, 
and the nurse Kristy), but the 
story’s impact, she hopes, remains 
the same. 

“I was so moved when I read 
it,” she says: “So much richness; 
so dense. I’m really interested in 
what happens to a marriage after 
44 years and the concept of mem- 
ory. I think that in this situation, 
when a partner becomes disabled, 
it’s very complicated.”

Love in the time of Alzheimer’s 


Sarah Polley crafts a nearly perfect love story in Away From Her 





AWAY FROM HER

SARAH POLLEY’S DEBUT FEATURE 
Away From Her opens with a shot 
of Fiona (Julie Christie) and her 
husband Grant (Gordon Pinsent) 
cross-country skiing on the frozen 
lake near their cottage home. 
Retired yet active, they appear to 
have had all the satisfactions of a 
long and happy marriage. Parallel 
ski tracks follow them, one set of 
tracks veering off on its own, then 
returning. But parallel lines glide 
side by side, never crossing. 

It's an obvious metaphor for 
what is really going on in their 
relationship, one that Polley treats 
with a gentle, objective respect. 
Yes, this is a movie about old peo- 
ple, but as the story unfolds, it 
gradually occurs to you that this is 
a perspective that popular culture 
generally ignores. 

It’s young love that songs, 
movies, and TV shows fixate on: 
fiery and operatic, young love is 
all about the shock of discovery. 
But what happens after the first 


kiss, after the sunsets, years after 
the wedding? 

So many clichés talk about the 
security that comes with a long 
marriage, how trust is the reward 
for the intimacy a couple develops 
after sharing each other’s compa- 
ny for so many years. The cliché 
certainly seems true for Fiona and 
Grant—but their sense of security, 
is challenged when Fiona is diag- 
nosed with Alzheimer’s. Together, 
they decide that Fiona should be 
admitted to a nursing home, the 
first time they’ve ever been apart. 

Gradually, Fiona strikes up an 
innocent romance with a fellow 
patient, forcing Grant to come to 
terms with their 45 years together, 
the good times and bad. Fiona, 
meanwhile, gets to experience the 
first time a kind of freedom from 
having been Grant's wife—in fact, 
she prefers her new companion 
because “he doesn’t confuse me.” 

“My, but you're persistent,” 
Fiona chides Grant each time he 
visits her—but on a more 
metaphorical level she could also 
be referring to the persistence of 
their love. Polley recognizes that 
at this stage, love is about much 


more than the surge of youthful 
joy and lust. It’s mixed up with all 
the tremendous hurt they have 
inflicted upon each other, all the 
regret and dependence and blur- 
ring of identity that binds them 
together. The betrayals and mis- 
takes are as much apart of their 
experience of love as affection and 
desire—knowing that they can, 
will, and have hurt each other is 
the cost of having loved for so 
long. Compare that to their witty 
but glib, movie-perfect marriage 
proposal and understand Grant's 
conclusion that young love, 
though exciting, is still only super- 
ficial. 

Christie, a very beautiful 
woman—and not just “for her 
age”— is breathtaking, with her 
thick mane of silver hair and a 
face that seems to soften as she 
slides into dementia. Her co-stars 
too bring a sensitivity to the story. 
Pinsent is at once dignified and 
pathetic, his performance hinting 
at the ladies’ man Grant once was. 
And Olympia Dukakis as his 
unlikely confidant is simply a 
pleasure—a welcome relief from 
the crazy-grandma roles she’s

been saddled with lately. 

No doubt there will be those 
who won't want to see a film 
about aging couples. But avoiding 
Away From Her would be a mis- 
take. A love story told from the 
perspective of an older couple, 
even one as bittersweet as this 
one, is fresh and fascinating, espe- 
cially when all you usually see are 
wildly romantic seize-the-day fan- 
tasies. 


Polley could have easily turned 
this story into the idealization of a 
fated “true” love along the lines of 
The Notebook. But instead she sets 
herself the harder task of depict- 
ing two very human subjects 
undertaking an impossible task. 
Grant and Fiona’s marriage is 
truer and more perfect than virtu- 
ally every other love story out 
there.

THERE ARE BAD MOVIES, AND THEN 
there are really bad movies. Really 
bad movies are obvious from the 
outset: they’re such tripe that they 
immediately elicit a warm feeling 
of smug superiority in the viewer. 
No matter how disappointing 
your own life may be, at least you 
didn’t assist in the birth of a cul- 
tural atrocity. 

But there's another category 
too: those other films, the in- 
betweeners, the ones that get you 
thinking, “Meh, this isn’t so bad;

And 90 minutes later you're left 
with nothing but an empty, con- 
fused feeling and that ultimately 
unanswerable question nagging at 
your brain: “What the hell was the 
point of thaf?” 

The Ex is one such film. Zach 
Braff plays shiftless New Yorker 
Tom Reilly, whose wife Sofa 
(Amanda Peet) steps down from 
her high-paying job to look after 
their newborn child. Reluctantly 
Tom agrees to accept a job at an 
ad agency in Ohio from Sofia’s 


father (Charles Grodin). It’s time 
for Tom to step up to the plate 
and be a man, as it were. 

The problem is, besides having 
to live in Ohio, Tom’s new work 
environment is one of those pro- 
gressive, New Age-y joints dolled 
up in primary colours and fur- 
nished with those odd-shaped 
chairs apparently designed by the 
same people who built the sets for 
Teletubbies. 

Hmm. Actually, that doesn’t 
seem too bad. 

Tom also has to learn to deal 
with Sofia’s parents, who are... 
well, really quite nice, if a little 
goofy in that suburbs-on-the- 
screen kind of way. Mia Farrow’s 
role as Grodin’s wife is inconse- 
quential—she gets just a few lines. 
And it’s hard to dislike C.G. in 
anything, but when you find 
yourself thinking he’d have been 
better of in another Beethoven 
sequel, well, that’s just kind of 
sad.

WE SHOULD BE SICK BY NOW OF 
movies about plucky underdogs 
who best the odds to make it in 
the world of professional sports. 
We've seen it. A lot. Call it the 
Rocky formula. Or the Rudy for- 
mula. Or... well, you get the drift. 

Le Ballon D’Or (The Golden Ball), 
first released in 1994, is the 
African version of this timeless 
fable, and it’s as light and fluffy as 
the title makes it sound—perfect 
family fare. What makes it worth 
watching (besides the exuberant 
performance from Aboubacar 
Sidiki Sumah as 12-year-old soc- 
cer prodigy Bandian) is to see just 
how the West African setting 
transforms this familiar story. 

Bandian is a poor kid froma 
small village in Guinea. He’s such 
a hick he plays better barefoot 
than when he wears shoes. After 
the local Doctors Without Borders 
physician, whom the kids called 
Mme. Aspirin, gives him a real 
soccer ball, he’s dumbfounded. 
He's never even seen a real ball 
before, though he’s been hauling 
wood and selling it to the local 
mill for months to raise the money 
to buy one. 

Eventually, during a street 
game, Bandian’s talents pique the 
interest of a businessman who fer- 
ries him away to the capital,

based). His only friend in Conakry 


is another colourful outsider, a 
young dwarf who has to hustle 
and steal to survive. 

So: poor boy from the sticks 
moves to the big city and makes a 
splash by the sheer force of his 
raw talent. So far, so familiar— 
excluding some local colour in the 
form of straw huts, dashikis and 
African drumming. 

But even from the beginning, 
the African backdrop provides 
more than just a change of 
scenery. The idea that a poor kid 
in West Africa idolizes soccer 
stars—and millions of them do— 
speaks to the strange cultural 
mashup that is colonialism’s lega- 
cy. (Guinea was the first of 
France's African colonies to 
declare independence, in 1958.) 
The film doesn’t have any direct

Mean- 
while, the players on the field are 
shouting at this 12-year-old kid to 
throw the ball back down so they 
can continue the game—a neat 
reversal of an earlier scene in 
which Bandian has his own ball 
taken away from him by the 
adults in his village. 

It could come off as trite. It’s 
slightly remarkable that it doesn’t. 
But the joyful grin on Bandian’s 
face sells the moment, both to the

He’s 
played the Bonnaroo main stage two years in

Being an old head has its disadvantages, 
though: how does Z-Trip survive in a world 
where cultural shifts and technological ad- 
vances constantly threaten to overtake his art? 
Surely he can tell you himself... 


SEE: In recent years, there's been a shift 
in popularity to party DJing with less 
emphasis on technical skill. Do you feel a 
need to adapt to this new state of affairs? 
Z-Trip: Everyone needs to adapt to what's 
going on around you. If you adapt too much, 
you become what's going on around you. You 
lose your individuality, The young Hollywood,

everyone rocking that look and that sound... 
I can't knock it because it’s what the youth is 
into, because hip-hop is a youth-based music. 
You have to embrace it. I also think that it’s 

a bit of a fad. It's very reminiscent of the 
"80s—even the fashion, with people rocking 
the scarves and tight clothes. It's interesting 
how music is sort of circular. 


SEE: Sixtoo has a new collaboration with 
Hadji from Wolf Parade called Megas- 
oid and Boom Bip is putting together a 
record with Gruff Rhys from Super Furry 
Animals called Neon Neon. These projects 
are much more dance-oriented than their 
darker, more atmospheric instrumental 
work. Have you ever considered altering 
your sound? 

Z-Trip: I think everyone was always down to 
try new things, going back to the basis of what

hip hop is and was, in taking old shit and do- 
ing new stuff with it. Say someone was really 
into techno music and they couldn't really play 
it in the masses. Now with so many walls be- 
ing broken down, how people get their music, 
downloading through peer-to-peer, through 
friends, the way that people make music and 
hear music has changed. If you were a closet 
freak on Baltimore club music, all of a sudden 
there’s a market for it. I always embraced all 
kinds of music—if it was good and I loved it, 
I'd play it. I feel like people aren't really ex- 
perimenting. Experimentation spawned people 
to be open-minded, but I feel like people aren’t 
pushing it as much as they could be. 


SEE: I feel like collectives like the Native 
Tongues in the early 90s were a happy 
medium between partying and having a 
message. I’m surprised more people in the 
scene aren't taking cues from them. 

Z-Trip: Going back, that's the stuff that peo- 
ple were rocking. That's the sound that people 
have stepped away from. Don't be afraid to 
throw in an Eric B and Rakim track or a De 
La Soul track when you play. It's like someone 
thinking, “Hey, man! We can wear suits every 
day!” Don't forget you have other clothes. 
That stuff Is staple protein—you need that as a 
part of your diet to keep things balanced. 


SEE: What would surprise you in today's 
DJ format? 

Z-Trip: [Someone] playing a whole dancehall 
set, a whole drum and bass set, nothing but 
instrumental music—anything. Something 
that allows you and the listener to go, “Oh 
shit, this guy is doing something different

and rocking it.” Some DJs, I just don’t know 
how much conviction they have behind their 
records. 


SEE: Well, with the way the internet has 
evolved, with people playing songs they 
just downloaded the same day, I find 
people aren't as comfortable or familiar 
with the records they play. 

Z-Trip: People are grabbing songs they 
haven't even heard. I'd rather sacrifice the new 
shit for something that’s tried and true and I 
know where the breaks are and I know how 
get in and out. I had a conversation with Jazzy 
Jay and he said to me, “Just because it's new 
doesn’t mean it's good.” He said, “I'm a fan of 
all the new stuff. I've been doing this for over 
20 years and I gotta tell you, there’s nothing 
better than playing the same records I was 
playing back then and still kicking ass. The 
epitome is to ride the middle.” 


SEE: Do you feel like you haven't gotten 
enough respect for pushing the concept of 
the mashup forward? 

Z-Trip: That's irrelevant to me. After a 
while, I was like, “Fuck it. Who cares?” People 
come up to me all the time saying, “We know 
who you are, we know what you're about.” 
Even when it was happening, I didn't really 
dwell on it toe much, If you dwell on some- 
thing too much, you become one of the guys 
rocking that Young Hollywood sound. 


SEE: With the invention of Serato [the 
software program that allows DJs to ma- 
nipulate digital files via a traditional vinyl 
turntable], I feel like everyone has easy 


access to the same records and the only 
way to get original is by playing shit you 
make yourself. 

Z-Trip: Serato is a double-edged sword. You 
can play some shit that no one has and you 
can be all, “I made this shit last night.” You 
used to have to wait a month to get your new 
vinyl. The super-big downside is that vinyl 
sounded warmer and had wider range of 
frequency. It’s gone to digital, but the lowest 
quality of digital possible. 


SEE: Do you think this shift influences 
young DJs to a certain way of thinking? I 
liken it to kids wanting to play basketball 
and not baseball because of the flash and 
instant gratification. 

Z-Trip: I think so. When you see somebody 
paint a house by hand and then you see some- 
one do it with a sprayer, you go with the spray- 
er. Some of my greatest experiences were 
from taking the slow route. Using the sprayer, 
you might miss some cracks, you might not 
learn to paint something with the grain. It 
takes you down a different path. It doesn’t al- 
low you time to reflect. When I used to go dig- 
ging for records—I'd spend hours of time and 
then I'd find stuff I wasn’t even specifically 
looking for. That stuff is getting lost. It’s like 
Cliff’s Notes DJing. People who read the whole 
book are always going to get a bit more out of 
it. Taking time to go from record to record is 
a lost art; now it goes from record to record 
so fast [because] everyone's on coke and Red 
Bull. If you close your eyes and just listen, 
that's what people sometimes forget to do. If 
you close your eyes and just listen, sometimes 
you'll hear the best shit in the world.

The fitle is meant literally. This jittery collection of radio-dialing 
mashups pins worlds together so tightly, it’s as if “Rhinestone Cowboy” 
always belonged under Miami Bass kicks or Bruce Hornsby’s “That's 
The Way It |s” was always meant to be united with the drums from 
Nucleus’s “Jam on It”. One of the most famous tracks rocks the bells

Violins out for violence 
String quartet wants to give us a “punch in the face”

THE PENDERECKI STRING QUARTET 
didn’t choose their name. It was 
chosen for them. 

“The quartet predates myself as 
a member,” says violinist Jeremy 
Bell over the phone from Water- 
loo, Ontario, where the quartet is 
in residence at Wilfred Laurier 
University. “At a competition 20 
years ago, there were four young 
Polish men called the Szy- 
manowski Quartet. [The 
renowned composer and conduc- 
tor] Krzysztof Penderecki was a 
juror there and was so impressed 
with their performance of his 
music he asked if they could 
change their name to the PSQ and 
took them under his wing.” 

The group has done their name- 
sake proud, adopting an approach 
that respects the rich heritage of 
the string quartet while also 
actively looking for new work that 
pushes the boundaries of the 
form. “I think [string quartets] are 
very challenging,” Bell says. “The 
history of Haydn’s, Mozart's and 
Beethoven’s is so strong and so 
incredible. Brahms destroyed 
something like 20 quartets! The 


next big leap would be Bartok, 
who amalgamated the quartet 
with the depth of his personal, 
Hungarian style—his use of quar- 
ter tones gave the setting a more 
global voice. And now we have 
composers like Tan Dun who can 
extrapolate quartets from Chinese 
opera. 

“But I think it is possible to 
approach a quartet without feel- 
ing like you have to give birth toa 
golden cow,” he continues. “We 
see a number of new scores every 
year from composers all over the 
world and they’ re just really 
unique with a lot of individuali- 
ty.” 
Take Piotr Grella-Mozejko’s 
“TrancePaining (Black Wings Has 
My Angel),” the piece that will 
conclude PSQ‘s Friday perfor- 
mance at Convocation Hall in the 
least polite way possible. “It’s a 
devastating, shocking work,” Bell 
says. “It represents the anger 
[Grella-Mozejko] feels for the 
tyrannical behaviour of world 
leaders and their consequences 
and it’s a very intense, powerful, 
monolithic punch in the face. 
When we first approached it, we 
just knew that we were really 
gonna have to suck it up and go 
for it and the response has been 
really strong.”

Nik Cohn’s anthology Ball the Wall, 
which includes a piece written for 
New York magazine in 1976, “Tribal 
Rites of the New Saturday Night.” 

Cohn, who had been observing, 
the vital music scene emerging in 
Brooklyn, Queens and the Bronx, 
told the story of a young, hot-tem- 
pered Italian-American working- 
class punk named Vincent, “the very 
best dancer in Bay Ridge,” owner of 
14 boldly patterned Qiana shirts, five 
leisure suits, eight pairs of shoes and 
three overcoats. Every time he 
stepped out on the Odyssey 2001 
dancefloor he was King. 

Word about Cohn’s piece soon 
reached Hollywood. A script was 
cobbled together, and the resulting 
film premiered a year later under the 
title Saturday Night Fever. Of all the 
films that have been made about 
explosive, vital, youthful music and 
subcultures, Saturday Night Fever 
may very well be the best—far supe- 
rior to Rude Boy, The Great Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Swindle, and Singles. 

John Travolta’s cool may have 
gone stale of late—apart from the 
temporary chill of Pulp Fiction—but 
it was out of sight in Saturday Night 
Fever. 


TO BE FREE... 

It was common in the late ‘70s to 
view punk and disco as enemy 
camps: in hindsight, it’s easy to see 
how much these genres actually had 
in common. Both were essentially 
reactionary styles of music: simple, 
loud and brash, they were equally 
despised by “true” musicians. Both 
disco and punk were initially 
launched by small, independent 
labels, like Solar in disco’s L.A. and 
Rough Trade in punk’s London. 
Both scenes died a merciless death 
when, after a few years of creative

The soundtrack to Saturday Night 
Fever is a classic double-album, rank- 
ing among Exile on Main Street, and 
London Calling—but it won't be fea- 
tured in this series of articles because 
it doesn’t contain any recordings by 
Harold Melvin & The Blue Notes. 
When Vincent and his buddies 
dance the night away in Cohn’s 
piece, some of the grooves they get 
down to include classic Blue Notes 
recordings like “Wake Up Every- 
body” and “Bad Luck.” No other 
band from the legendary Philly soul 
scene had smoother moves than The 
Blue Notes—the impeccably stylish 
band member Bernard Wilson not 
only choreographed his own band, 
but also taught The Delfonics, Bren- 
da & The Tabulations, and The 
OJays how to own the dancefloor. 

Harold Melvin & The Blue Notes 
surpassed most of the competition 
as vocalists too. The band formed in 
1954 and made its first recordings as 
early as 1956 as a doo-wop outfit. 
But it wasn’t until the early ’70s that 
the pieces fell into place. That's 
when original lead vocalist John 
Atkins quit and eccentric bandleader 
Harold Melvin, a fairly ordinary 
vocalist, was talked into handing the 
mic over to the band’s drummer, 
Theodore “Teddy” Pendergrass.

All Harold Melvin & The Blue 
Notes’ '70s albums have high points: 
their self-titled 1972 debut contains 
“If You Don’t Know Me By Now” 
(later covered by Simply Red), 1973's 
Black & Blue has “The Love I Lost,” 
and 1975's To Be True features the 
glorious “Bad Luck.” 

But Wake Up Everybody is their 
standout achievement. The album 
contains only seven tracks, soul 
mini-symphonies composed by 
Philly soul legends Gamble and 
Huff (who contribute three tracks), 
and McFadden and Whitehead (four 
tracks). Apart from the exhilarating 
title track, which usually only 
appears in an edited version on 
greatest-hits compilations, the high 
point is the original version of 
“Don’t Leave Me This Way,” which 
would later become a disco staple 
covered by numerous artists (includ- 
ing Thelma Houston, who used to it 
propel herself into disco stardom) 

One notable bit of trivia: as the 
Blue Notes recorded the album at 
Sigma Sound Studios in Philadel- 
phia, a pale, scrawny, cocaine-snort- 
ing Englishman visited the studio 
during a break from recording an 
album of his own titled Young Amer- 
icans. But that, as they say, is another 
story.

SEBASTIEN GRAINGER’S CURRENT SOLO 
tour has prompted the same question from 
virtually everyone who hears about it— 
namely, “What exactly is he going to do 
onstage?” Well, to be honest, Grainger 
doesn’t really know either, although he 
plans to use his upcoming tour with Metric 
to, uh, hash it out. 

“Right now, the sound is kind of unfo- 
cused, which is kind of refreshing for me 
but at the same time a bit confusing for 
fans,” laughs Grainger, best-known for 
playing drums in the now-defunct Canadi- 
an synth-rock duo Death From Above 
1979. “My plan right now is to write 
songs, and we're going on tour to play 
them as a three-piece band. The sound is 
going to be pretty raw, and the idea there 
is to just get used to the songs, to make 
them lve and feel. And then when we get 
back to Toronto in June, we're going to 
start recording the record, so that will defi- 
nitely focus the music and the songs into a 


sort of cohesive, coherent aesthetic that's 
easy to listen to.” 

Frankly, the whole thing sounds a bit 
fishy mean, who'd be reckless enough 
to use such a high-profile bill just to hack 
out a few songs onstage? Well, fact is, 
before Grainger hooked up with Jesse 
Keeler to form DFA 1979, the Toronto- 
based artist was working on his own solo 
work—only to have his new band become 
such a success that he could never find the 
time to get back to it. 

“DFA was essentially two solo artists 
who got together and made one thing,” 
Grainger says, “and what | gave to DFA is 
something that's still present in my music. It 
hasn't really changed. | sort of went back 
to where | was when Death From Above 
1979 started, | guess—not in the sense 
that I've regressed, but that | was doing 
some things before the band and | kind of 
put them on hold for the duration of our 
touring life. | just wanted to continue that... 
| lost [that] when we were touring.” 

From dancey synth-pop to Jlecro-folk, 
Grainger has been experimenting with 
sounds across the musical spectrum, with 
Justin Timberlake serving as an unlikely 








source of inspiration. (No, seriously: Tim- 
berlake may play sort of an artificial role 
in his music, Grainger argues, but his 
sound is always very Tronest] In any case, 
Grainger says his own sound is going in a 
very different direction from the one his 
DFA bandmate Jesse Keeler is going with 
his néw electronic project, MSTRKRFT. 

“What [MSTRKRFT] is doing is creating 
an opportunity to go out and DJ every 
night,” Grainger says. “That's not some- 
thing that interests me. I'm interested in 
playing instruments. | don’t think I've sat 
around with friends or alone with instru- 
ments my whole life to go out and press 
play... | don’t know if it would fulfill what | 
want out of music.”

Madeleine Peyroux headlines freshly minted Jazz Fest 


THE HISTORY OF JAZZ FESTIVALS IN 
Edmonton is marred by misfortune, but it 
looks like things are taking an upward turn 
thanks to the newly minted Edmonton 
International Jazz Festival. First, some 
background: when Edmonton’s original 
jozz Tesiva, Jazz City, abruptly ceased 
operation in spring 2005, the Edmonton 
Jazz Festival Society stepped into the 
breach and co-presented the Yardbird 
Jozz Festival in 2005 and 2006. Now the 
society is ready to step out alone with the 
EUF, which runs from June 22 to July 1. 

Kent Sangster, executive director of the 
Edmonton Jazz Festival Society, says he's 
experiencing some minor stage fright as 
the society prepares to take its first solo. 
“I'm a little numb as well at this point,” he 
laughs. “We have no safety net to speak 
of, and our biggest challenge right now is 
to build bets both inside and out- 
side the organization.” 

The festival will include three major 
components: concerts (Starbucks-friendly 
chanteuse Madeleine Peyroux is probably 


the best-known performer), club perfor- 
mances, and education. “We're very 
happy to get a show into the Winspear,” 
Sangster says. “It’s the first time we've 
been able to book a show in there and 
Madeleine Peyroux is selling pretty well. 
We've also booked three concerts into the 
Maclab Theatre that I’m excited about. 
Rollanda’ Lee’s Louis Armstrong tribute is 
important to show the roots of jazz. Oliver 
Jones is one of the elder statesmen of jazz 
in Canada, and the Edmonton Jazz 
Orchestra, a project I've been working on 
for a few years to get a professional big 
band going in Edmonton again, will be 
working with Tommy Banks.” 

The Yardbird will host a full slate, 
including gigs by European jazzmen 
Pierre Darge and Jens Winther, vocalist 
Kelly Lee Evans, and high-profile Canadi- 
an musicians Marianne Trudel, Andrew 
Rathburn and Kris Davis. (The Yardbird 
will also be home to Jazzworks, the festi- 
val’s educational component, a series of 
small-group workshops supervised by 





artist-in-residence Owen Howard.) 

The Varscona will host four shows, fea- 
turing worldbeat Chinese musician Coco 
Zhao, Brazilian singer Fernanda Cunha, 
the Edmonton combo ICP and a double 
bill of Glen Halls and the Modo Trio. 
Longtime jazz fans will be happy to hear 
about a pair of shows at the ed Darlings 
nightclub (now the Rutherford Room). 
There are 32 shows in all, at five venues— 
a full list is available at www.edmonton- 
jazz.com.

They looked like o band of mis- 
fits: two nerdy dudes on the horns and a 


acta dressed like a member of Radio- 
ead balanced out their leader’s matchless 
combination of beer gut and total aban- 


in. 
Offer is probably cal sick of get- 
ting likened to Jim Morrison, but his strut- 
fing and cockeyed jitterbugging make the 
comparisons inevitable. He’s a powerful 
frontman and a bandleader in the James 
Brown tradition—he may have no hand in 
the instrumental portions of the show but 
he nevertheless seems to compose it by 
hand as it goes along, 

The thing that made this show so spe- 
cial—other than the fact that it nearly sold 
out the house on a Sunday—was the 
sentation of the songs, many of them tai 
their latest record, Myth Takes. It wasn’t 
until this show that | realized the extent to 
which their songs are designed to be 
played live. By the time they got around to 
playing their dance classic “Me and Giu- 
iani Down by the Schoolyard,” it becamé

over time, making it leaner and more 





precise. 

When | go to big shows in Edmonton, | 
always worry that the artists will take the 
night off in the time-honoured Detroit 
Cobras tradition.

and their grit. !!! are the Golden State 
Warriors of the North American dance- 
scene, and all we were missing was 
the confetti and Bob Costas. Cover your 
ears, absentees: !!! at the Starlite Room 
will go down as one of the best Edmonton 
shows—not only of the year, but ever.

DS Simply card, the DS flowers. 
The cartridge, which is the size of 
a Slot 1 game card, has a tiny 
plug-in slot, home to a Micro SD 
card only 15 mm long. The pack- 
age comes with a USB key that 
connects your computer with the 
Micro SD, Once you format the 
wee card, your NDS is now ready 
to play MP3s, let you read entire 
TXT e-books, show movies and, at 
your own risk, play the “backup” 
game roms found on various 
newsgroups. Just look up “M3 DS 
Simply guide” online for detailed 
instructions. This all costs about 
$45 at sky2k.com, but feel free to 
shop around. While you're at it, 
you can pick up a combo memory 
card/rumble pack for slot 2 if you 
can’t wait for Nintendo's official 
DS Opera Browser release in June. 

Now that you can walk around 
with literally dozens of games on 
your DS—including ones you'd 
never buy, like Kokoro ni Shimiru 
Mouhitsu de Kadu Aida Mitsuo 
(translation: calligraphy), Sudoku 
Master or Garfield 2—say goodbye 
to any spare time. Now you can 
test games and buy the ones you 
like. Don’t laugh: I do it all the 
time with music. 

If you happen to find the 
already-released European Opera, 
you'll understand the vague dis- 
appointment of a tiny Internet 
that fits in the palm of your hand 
but can’t run Flash. Still, 
Wikipedia works just fine, so you 
can settle meaningless sports bets 
at bars right on the spot (assum- 
ing they have wi-fi). 

Like it or not, bending the rules 
to the breaking point does eventu- 
ally benefit law-abiding con- 
sumers. Thanks to underground 
advances, release dates get 
pushed closer, better features 
become commonplace and costs 
come down. If you don’t believe 
me, just take a look at how music 
downloading resulted in the addi- 
tion of special video features to 
much cheaper CDs, and how the 
DVD market has pre-emptively 
slashed prices overall. 

The entire chain of profiteers 
would've loved to keep selling 
new discs at $25 a pop, but the 
consumers spoke. I believe we can 
have a more amicable relationship 
with our videogame manufactur- 
ing friends—especially the emerg- 
ing winners, Nintendo, whose 
innovative DS and Wii have 
opened a new chapter in interac- 
tivity. DS doesn’t just stand for 
“Dual Screen”; it also means 
“Developers’ System.” But with 
all these bonus features, I’ll just 
call mine “Damn Sexy.”

ACCORDING TO SEXUAL HISTORIAN THOMAS 
W. Laqueur, in the 18th century masturba- 
tion was viewed as the crack cocaine of 
sexuality. 

“It was prone to excess as no other kind 
of venery was,” Laqueur writes in his exhaus- 
tive study of the fine art of onanism, Solitary 
Sex: A Cultural History of Masturbation 
(Zone Books). “It had no bounds in reality, 
because it was a creature of the 
imagination.”

In fact, explains Laqueur, who teaches at 
Berkeley University, the era’s deep thinking 
about issues of solitude, privacy and the 
imagination were in part what fueled the 
medical and moral hysteria that swept the 
Westem world throughout the 1800s. 

But John Marten started it. Sometime 
around 1712, he published—anonymous- 
ly—a short tract with a less-than-catchy file: 
Onania: or, The Heinous Sin of Self Pollution, 
and All Its Frightful Consequences, in Both 
SEXES Considered, With Spiritual and Physi- 
cal Advice to Those Who Have Alread 
Injur’d Themselves By This Abominable 
Practice. 

Coincidentally, he had just the thing to 
cure it. Marten made a small mint dees 
Strengthening Tinctures and Prolific Powders 
that cured “oozing and gleets [discharges] of 
all sorts, in men and women, that are not the 
result of venereal disease.” 

In a population where poor diet often led 
to poor health and general malaise, Laqueur 
says, it didn’t take much to convince people 
that maybe masturbation contributed to their 
low spirits and that a Marten’s potion might 
pep them up 

Laqueur documents in detail how through- 
out history, masturbation was believed ok

at best, a good way to get rid of excess 
sperm ‘and at worst, something adolescent 
boys should practice in moderation. Even 
Onan, the Biblical figure who gave the habit 
its name, got rubbed out by God for coitus 
interruptus, not masturbation, as is 
often believed. 

But thanks to Marten, the rise of publish- 
ing and advertising, the quack medicine 
market, and endorsements from some of the 
enlightenment’s most important medicine 
men, thinkers and writers—Samuel Auguste 
Tissot, Jean-Jacques Rousseau, Voltaire— 
within one century, a vice that had barely 
raised an eyebrow suddenly represented the 
gravest possible threat to an individual's 
moral integrity. 

By the mid-19th century, devices such as 
erection alarms, penis cases, sleeping mitts, 
bed cradles (designed to keep bedsheets off 

our genitals), and hobbles (designed to 
ie girls from spreading their legs) joined 
the potions and pills of the anti-masturbation 
marketplace. 

Lord Baden-Powell, founder of The Boy 
Scouts of America, wrote a pamphlet warn- 
ing that he had “seen boys as young as 12 

ears, or slightly more, in insane asylums 
Tan excesses of this kind.” The American 
Federation of Women’s Clubs distributed a 
similar pamphlet claiming that masturbation 
would result in a complete collapse of young

women’s nervous systems, which could send 
them not merely to an insane asylum but “fo 
an early grave.” 

Pictures in widely circulated. popular med- 
ical books depicted the recognizable “mas- 
turbator” with his pale, desiccated limbs, hol- 
low chest and powerless sunken head. 

Things didn’t start to calm down again 
until 1920, Within the last century, studies of 
sexuality by people like Alfred Kinsey and 
Masters and Johnson, the feminist move- 
ment, the female erotica of Nancy Friday, 
books like Betty Dodson’s revolutionary 
1974 Sex for One, and that episode of Sein- 
feld have reversed some of the damage done 
to masturbation’s rep in the two 
centuries before. 

And, for the last decade, the entire month 
of May has been devoted to celebrating 
the practice. 

Laqueur thinks something like Masturba- 
tion Month goes a long way to helping 
change attitudes about something that was 
reviled, or at the very least embarrassed peo- 
ple, for so long. Can Sexual Intercourse, 
Oral Sex, or Sex While Swinging From the 
Rafters Blindfolded Months be Par Behind? 

"| don’t think we want anything about 
sexuality to evolve to mean nothing,” 
explains Laqueur. “| wouldn't want it to 
become as perfunctory as urination, for 
example. It’s important to realize that we 
don’t make sexuality out of scratch. It exists 
within historical bounds. But what | like about 
things like Masturbation Month is that those 
promoting it are saying, ‘We can remake 
what sexual cultures mean. Just as people in 
the 18th century decided it meant one thing, 
we can have it mean something else without 
harming people.”
